A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The proposed claim amendments and how Applicants will or can 
proceed were discussed. Examiner explained that the proposed claims are roughly a semantic equivalent of the 
instant claims, although slightly clearer. As discussed in the previous Office action, it is not clear from the specification 
that Applicants made a set of peptides, one of each of which in the set having a molecular weight corresponding to the 
molecular weights listed in Table 1 or Table 2. It is not clear from the specification what was done in the 
chromatography steps or how the steps and samples that generated the data in Table 1 differ from those that 
generated the data in Table 2. If Applicants wish to demonstrate that they have made the claimed set of peptides, they 
were advised to file an RCE with more detailed explanations, including linking portions of the specification to the claims 
and pointing out as much relevant detail in the specification as possible. Applicants were advised that the point of 
novelty appears to be a diagnostic or screening method for COPD, and Applicants may wish to file a divisional 
application to claim this method. Applicants replied that they have prepared the claimed set of peptides and that this 
point is clear from the specification. Applicants noted that, because their MS technique is MALDI-TOF, the molecular 
weights listed in the Tables correspond only to peptides that are digestion products of treating elastin with MMP-12. 
Fragments of the digestion products are not included. Applicants stated that they may file an appeal brief to have their 
case heard by a three-judge panel, as there is no money for a divisional .
